are being installed on the boats,, Every torpedo boat is provided with two 
torpedo tubes, two automatic grins, tiro foi:r-barrel machine guns, two weak 
searchlights 9 and a U/T set.

6„ The torpedo boats are about twenty-five meters long, five and a half meters 
wide, and approximately four meters high* They have three motors each and a 
speed of about forty-five miles per hour. Every boat is equipped with four 
gasoline tanks; the two in front (2 x 2 meters) having a capacity of about 
thirty hectoliters each* The two in the rear are smaller (1,5 x 1,5 meters).*
